LaGuardia Heads Mayor’s Delegation to Warn

WASHINGTON, Jan. 17.—President Roosevelt today 
led a nation-wide chorus of protest against any cut in 
WPA funds below $875,000,000 which must have forced 
Tory Senators to sit up and take notice. 


The President warned that if the $150,000,000 slash 
which was passed by the House goes through in the 
Senate 4,000,000 to 5,000,000 people will face starvatia 
this wirter.

“was his contribution to the Bill of 
Rights.” :

F. of L and CIO, and the driving 
out from their ranks of racketeers 
and employers’ stooges. 

The elections in December saw 
the rank and file members spring 
up to the defense of .progressive 
unionism. In some locals this took 
on spontaneous actions, with tre- 
mendous sentiment for the ousting 
of the racketeers in control of their 
organization. 


PROGRESS 


The best example was in local 202, 
(Food Drivers) who for the first 
time in 20 years had an election for 
officers. Almost over night an or- 
ganized rank and file ticket sprung 
up and challenged the “Regular” 
ticket. Although the progressives 
were defeated, the rank and file 
forced the racketeers to show their 
true character. They used every 
conceivable means to defeat the 
progressive slate, raising the cry of 
“Communism” and “keep the reds 
out of the local.” In all the locals 
where the racketeers were chal- 
lenged, they raised the same cry. 
The reactionaries carried out their 
campaign through a sheet called 
the “Union Oourier,” formally la- 
beled the “Food Organizer,” edited 
by a right-guard Socialist Maxwell 
Raddock, definitely connected with 
the “Forward” crowd. This sheet has 
become the ideological leader for the 
racketeers. It is being mailed into 
the homes of the teamsters without 
the membership decision or con-

But they are now being forced to 
take up the grievances of the mem- 
ders, and the aroused rank and file 
understands why this is so.

Today, the SUP is dominated by 
its president, Harry Lundeberg, who 
uses the union as a sounding board 
and maneuvering ground for attack- 
ing unity of labor and all issues 
for the strengthening of trade 
unionism in the marine industry. 

Lundeberg has assumed leader- 
ship in West Coast reactionary cir- 
cles in attacking the Communists. 
He uses demagogy in extending the 
war against Communists in the in- 
dustry to a war against rising 
progressivism. He opposes a solid 
front of all maritime workers, under 
the guise of fighting against a “CIO 
dictatorship”"—and the sum total of 
his activities constitute the ironical 
twist of history referred to above. 
A little of that history here will 
suffice to drive home the point. 


THE OLD DAYS 


We go back to March 7, 1885, the 
date when the Sailors Union of the 
Pacific was formally organized. 

That meeting was called by Sig- 
ismunt Danielwicz and a group of 
organizers of the INTERNATION- 
AL WOREMEN’S ASSOCIATION 
—or, in other words, an organiza- 
tion known throughout the world 
in those days as the FIRST IN- 
TERNATIONAL, HEADED BY 
KARL MARX AND FREIDRICH 
ENGELS, the founders of Social- 
ism, and the forerunners of the 
present Communist Party. 

The early history of the SUP was 
marked by its brilliant leadership 
and militancy, as the records show. 
The first strike of the union was 
one of close cooperation between 
the sailors and the International, 
and resulted in an advisory board 
between the union and the Social- 
ist leaders being set wp to carry 
forward ths struggles of the sailors. 


GAINS MADE 


Pacific sailors fighting desperately 
(and slowly but successfully) 
against the feudal laws of the seas 
in those days; against strict mutiny 
laws, fink books, shanghaing, rock 
bottom wages, and food the rats in 
the hold disdained. The sailors took 
their battle into the political field, 
and made their first big advance in 
legislation when they campaigned 
for and elected Judge James C. 
McGuire to Congress, who intro- 


‘| duced the McGuire Act into Con- 


gress. The Act did away with im- 
prisonment for desertion, and was 
later amended to provide further 
protection for the sailors. Other 
bills followed which gradually elim- 
inated the cramped pig-sty living 
quarters on ships, and the infamous 
“erimp joints” which preyed upon 
seamen. 


The next few years found the

New York's million organized 
workers and many thousands of 
others in civic, political, frater- 
nal and cultural organizations 
rallied strongly behind President 
Roosevelt yesterday as the Senate 
Appropriations Committee prepared 
to render its recommendation on 
WPA funds. 

Urged by the A. F. of L's. Central 
Trades and Labor Council and by 
the CIO’s Industrial Union Council 
to protest attempts to cut WPA ap- 
propriations, most unions reported 
that they had sent wires to the 
President backing him, and to the 
Senate .committee of which Sen. 
Alva Adams is chairman, opposing 
reductions. 

At least 50 unions with a total 
membership of approximately a 
quarter of a million were, by last 
night, lined up behind the Jobs and 
Recovery parade to City Hall Jan- 
uary 28. Those unions along with 
the New York State Industrial 
Union Council and the Workers 
Alliance have joined in the United 
Labor and Citizens Committee for 
jobs and recovery at a conference 
in Edison Hotel last Saturday. 


RECORD NUMBER 


The parade, expected to rally a 
record number of union workers, 
will be New York's part in National 
Job and Recovery Day, when hun- 
dreds of cities will witness similar 
actions.

» “By their friends, you shall know them,” 
is an old saying that cannot always be 
brushed aside.

A Precious Inheritance 


© Anniversaries are times for stocktaking, 
and preparation for the next steps. : 

1989 will be a year of significant anni- 
versaries. 

In his notable article, “A Year of Memo- 
rable Anniversaries,” Alex Bittelman, in the 
January issue of the monthly magazine, The 
Communist, reviews some of these mile- 
stones. It will be fifteen years since Lenin 
died; fifteen years since the Daily Worker 
was born. It will be 20 years since, in June, 
1919, the Left Wing of the Socialist Party, 
led by Ruthenberg, came together in a na- 
tional conference and laid the basis for the 
subsequent organization of the present-day 
Communist Party. 

In a rich survey of these 20 years of his- 
tory of the Communist Party of the U.S., 
Bittelman demonstrates the unbroken links 
which bind the Communist Party to the glo- 
rious traditions of the American werking

From North China, where the Japanese have 
claimed “control” for more than nineteen months, ob- 
servers report the failure of Tekio’s expeditions against 
the guerrilla fighters. 

At the very gateway to Peiping, Japan's “strong- 
hold” in North China, Chinese guerrillas are keeping 
the Japanese armies out of the hinterland. A special 
correspondent of the North China Daily News (Shang- 
hai), organ of the British Tories in China, writing 
from Peiping in the latter part of December, said: 

“The other day the writer took a walk to Chieh- 
taissu (in the suburbs of Peiping), a well-known temple 
in the nearer hills and a favorite spot for picnics, and 
found everything peaceful and quiet there. But only 
a few miles beyond, over the first range, it is a dif- 
ferent story. There the guerrillas are in complete 
control, and, from all reports, life goes on there just 
as if there had been no Japanese invasion.” 

Despite the spectacular and much-advertised ex- 
pedition to Wutaishan which the Japanese falsely 
claimed to haye captured, “the vast mountain quadri- 
lateral bounded by the Peiping-Suiyuan and the 
Peiping-Hankow and Shansi Railways, still remains 
in the complete control’ of the guerrillas. 

. 

Also: “The greater part of Hopel between the 
Reiping-Hankow and Tientsin-Pukow lines as far as 
the Yellow River is also in Chinese hands. In North- 
ern Honan on the Taoching Railway which runs to the 


(from the Japanese viewpoint) in recent weeks, guer- 
rilla bands being active in the immediate outskirts of 
the city.” 

When it is recalled that the areas discussed above 
have been under Japanese attack for more than a year 
and a half, and that they are the closest to Japan’s 
main base of supply, the significance of the rising 
momentum of guerrilla fighting in Central and South 
China can readily be understood. 

Japan's efforts to win by treachery have failed. 
Tokio’s attempts to cut off all war supplies by a sea 
blockade and capture of the leading coastal cities, have 
been completely overcome. And Nippon’s plans to 
defeat the guerrillas emphasizes her greatest failures 
in the war against China.
